COUPON SNAPS DEAD. 


Decatur Merchants and Citizens Generally Tired of 


the Crazy Schemes-All Will Quit 


Tuesday Next. 


LEADING DEALERS STOP PRIZE BUSINESS. 


They Have Had a Meeting and Have Decided to 


Conduct Their Business Their Own Way—= 


Scheme Snaps Dead for Good 


in Decatur. 


1 he Republican is authorized to state 


that on n.nd after Tuesday next all of the 
leading merchants who have been in-, 
veigled into going into the coupon scheme 
prize business, ostensibly for the purpose 
of inducing the people to pay cash lor 
their purchases, but really in many in- 
stances to capture the patronage of new 
customers in the city and county, have 
bad a conference and have decided to quit 
all manner of coupon and gift enterprise 
schemes, and so it can be stated In cold 
type that the whole business of prize giv 
ing will bo no more after Tuesday next. 


As the people of the community well 


know it has been the practice of many of 
tho retailers of merchandise in the city to 
give prizes with purchases of merchandise, 
in tbe shape of coupons, trading stamps, or 
orders of various kinds in tho nature of 
e.tber rebates or redeemable with presents 
given by themselves or by other persons. 
It has been the further practice to give 
pu?/,les toys, picture cards and other valu- 
able articles for advertising purposes. 
From the first many of the leading mer- 
chants disapproved of this plan of doing 
business, but they were drawn Into it 
sooner or later by tbe ooursa of other mer- 
chant who believed that by going into the 
scheme they would reap tbe bulk of the 
cash sales. Light has come to all OH the 
leading merchants at last and as stated 
they have entered into an agreement to 
crush the unbusinesslike and demoraliz- 
ing methods of advertising by refusing in 
future to have anything to do with any 
manner of snap coupon or ether schemes 
to distract the legitimate and regular way 
of doing business and puzzle and annoy 
patrons, many of whom it ifl learned by 
actual expreience care but little for the 
snaps, preferring to receive the benefits, 
if any are to be offered from time to time 
by the merchants, in tbe valuation of 
goods bought at the counters. 


Ihe coupon scheme business began In 


a general way last spring and it has 
grown steadily until now there are no 
less than eight different schemes in full 
operation in the city. It is not necessary 
to describe them. The people ore familar 
with all the snaps by this time. 
Some of 


tho merchants state that tho scheme busi- 
ness lies caused them more daily bother 
and espense than they can give in detail. 
They are dead tired of the whole busi- 


ness. It bas come to pass in seme stores 
that some people who buy goods have 
gone as far as to intimate that tbe mer- 
chants lose nothing by tbe scheme, for tbe 
suspicious ones—and they are not so few 
—intimate that tbey mark their goods up 
Consequently tbo dealers generally are 
dijgusted with the whole business. Tbe 
merchants buve not engaged in any gouge 
game. 
The coupon missionaries who 


make all the profit came here and worked 
the merchants, taking Dve'per cent, and 
sometimes ruoro of their cash sales, claim- 
ing tbat the merchants 'will be benefited 
to that exact and mrre by the advertising 
tbe coupons will afford. It is now re- 
garded as a great snap for the missionar- 
ies, wbo sell their bocks to tbe merchants 
at $5 and $10 each' and then give to the 
man or woman wbo has a page or two of 
tbe coupons a sraaH present worth a very 
trifling sum. And then .many people 
who receive coupons get tired of carrying 
them about, or finally decide that tbey 
will not go to the redeeming office, or if 
they do conclude that they don't want 
the measley little present anyhow. The 
coupons not presented are so much clean 
proSt to tbe seller of tbe coupon books, be 
receiving bis money from the merchants, 
wbo have to be content with the Imaginary 
beneflta derived from tbe so called adver- 
tising scheme which to some looked so 
alluring at first sight. 


Tbe merchants of Decatur who have 


signed an agreement to quit all tbe snap 
schemes are all tbe dry goods firms, all 
the clothing merchants, all the hardware 
dealers and all tbe boot and shoe dealers. 
It is stated on good authority that many 
of tbe grocers will also quit the coupon 
snaps. 


This will be good news to many a bead 


of a household in tbe oity. Like tbe mer- 
chants tbe coupon scheme business bas 
been a daily worry to him ever since the 
snaps were started, for frequently he for- 
gets to usk for tbe coupons wben he makes 
a purchase and either bis wife or (laugh 
ter compels him to go back to tbe store 
and insist on receiving something for 
nothing, a system very distasteful and an 
noylng to many men. 


The attempt to establish the coupon 


schen,e at Terre Haute was a flat failure. 
The loading merchants there would have 
nothing to do with it.

Stories of Strange, Fierce Pishes, 


Water Boas and Alligators. 


The Ga of the Iron-Clad Juvr—IrlBn.- 


man'a Narrow Escape from Hl« 


Mornine Bnifc In the Gnan- 


nco River.

An inhabitant of the Orinoco river, 


of -which little is known beyond the 
shores of the waters in -vshich it lives, 
is that strange mail-clad fish called the 
ga, or armadillo fish. It grows from 
live to eight feet long, and is of extraor- 
dinary thickness in proportion to its 
length. Its body is protected by armor 
similar to that of thearmadillo; andits 
head terminates in a triangular beak, 
from 12 to 20 inches long, and eight to 
fourteen inches broad at the base, 
which, when opened, displays a series 
of cross-ridges above and below, sharp- 
edged and as hard as teeth. 


This fish will attack anything that 


comes within its reach—horse, ox, ja- 
guar, or man—seizing its prey with its 
beak and taking out, in a clean trian- 
gular piece, as large a mouthful of 
flesh and bone as it is able to compass 
at a bite. It is rare that any creature 
once seized by the ga escapes it, being 
usually killed or crippled by the first 
"bite. 
The ga is seldom taken, for its ar- 


mor protects it from the native's spears, 
and, when hooked, it dives, head fore- 
most, into the mud of the river bot- 
tom, from which it is almost impossi- 
ble to dislodge it. If a sufficient Btraia 
be put on the line, either the tackle 
ghes way, which is the common result, 
or the. hook is torn from the fish's 
jnouth. 


"The only ga. that ever I had a chance 


to examine was found in a dried-up 
pool on shore, who.re ithad been strand- 
ed after an inundation," said Dr. A. H. 
Ellis, recently arrived in New York, 
after several years' residence in Vene- 
zuela. 
"I hooked a ga once, but failed to 


land it. I was in charge of the cattle 


it irom the water, so thickly as literally 
to conceal their prey sfrom view. Sc 
suddenly and fiercely do they come that 
I have known a horse that had waded 
out into the water only up to fcis knees 
to bo fatally injured by an attack from 
caribes. Seized at once by every legi 
and1 by the nostrils, the fish clinging to 
him. in swarms, he got to the shore only 
to fall helpless on the bank, hamstrung 
in both forelegs. Painful stories are 
told of human beings attacked and de- 
voured, alive by cari'bes. 


"Monster alligators are found in all 


the fresh waters of Venezuela. It is a 
favorite ftriclc of the aljigator to lie in 
wait at the drinking places of cattle 
watching for a chance to seize an ox 
or horse by the nose and drag hirn intb 
deep water, where it can drown him 
This done, it swims with its prey to 
some secludfed place and there tears it 
to pieces and feasts on it at leisure. I 
have known alligators, 18 feet in length 
to be killed in the Orinoco, and have 
seen others in the water that I knew 
were still longer. 


"It is a common practice to shoot at 


these reptiles from the decks of steam- 
ers plying up and1 dowm the Orinoco, 
and it is seldom that some of them are 
not seen lying -within rifle range. The 
eye is the point aimed at by exipert 
marksmen. An. alligator shot in the 
eye dies instantly and will float; if hit 
In any other part, whether killed or 
wounded, it sulks. 


"Some of the branches of the Ori- 


noco, though, very deep, are nnnrow, 
so that the tops of the trees meet over- 
head, producing the effect upon, the 
voyager of passing through a tunnel. 
From these overhanging branches the 
great water boas hang, head downward, 
waiting to seaze any prey that may 
pass on the current beneath them. A 
party of us were coming down one of 
these streams in a couriel (dugout), 
paddled by Indians, and, from time 
to time, an Englishman of the party, 
named Yeo, fired his rifle at some 
snake. The rest of us had cautioned 
him never to fire at any snake until 
after we had passed it; but with tru« 
English self-sufficiency, he acknowl- 
edged our advice by firing at a large

steamer Coratel on the Orinoco, and 
we were at anchor at Imataca island, 
off the mouth of the Eio Toro. I saw 
an ox, that had waded into the -water 
up to his belly to drink, suddenly turn, 
struggle to keep his footing, and then 
rush out ol the water, bellowing, with 
half liis brifcket bitten, away. 
" 'That's the work of a g-a, sir,' said 


my Scotch, engineer, "who had been on 
the river ten years. 'Now that lie's got 
round to tlie cattle's drinking place 
you'll see more of tliat work if we stay 
here,' 
" 'Is there no way to catch him?' I 


asked. -\Yill he bite at a hook?' 


"'Certainly, fcir, if you bait it with 


anything- that's eatable. But that's all 
there is to it. A cable and steam winch 
couldn't get a ga up from the bottom.' 


" "We'll see,' I said. 'Let's make a 


l\ook first, that will hold.' 


"We wentdow n into the engineroom, 


found a 'pinchbar 2% feet long- and 
loi-g-ed it into a hook, with a strong 
barb and a ring at the end of thesbank. 
To this v,-« fastened a new three-quar- 
ter-inch rope, and, baiting the hook 
with a young kid, took it out in a boat 
and1 dropped it into the water near 
where we had' seen the ox attacked; 
then we rowed back to the steamer, 
where the other end of the rope was 
belayed. "We kept ieeMng of the rope, 
which presently grew taut, straining 
hard on the belaying- pin. The ga had 
seized the bait. The engineer and I. 
with two native sailors, tried to haul 
the fish in, hand over hand, but we 
might as well have tried to pull a tree 
up by the roots for all the line we 
g-ained. Then we passed the rope round 
the capstan and set it going. The line 


• seemed almost ready to part, but at last 


something gave way below and it slack- 
ened. We pulled it in, and there was 
our hook, straightened out like a bar, 
while fast to the (barb were two of the 
bony ridges from the ga's jaw. The 
fish evidently had seized the hook and 
could not disgorge it, but the strain 
that tore the hook firom its jaw fail-eel 
to start the ga irom the bottom. 


"There is another sort of bad fish ir 


thatregion—a little fellow, found ir the 
Orinoco and in the salt water rff it-= 
mouth, called the caribe. ID shape it 
resembles the northern pickerel and 
has much the same colors and mark- 
fags, only with that yellowness of tint 
v.'hich almost every ship in Venezuelan 
waters shows. The caribe is about 12 
igphes long and goes about in great 
schools, attacking any creature, alive 
or dead, which they find in the water, 
devouring it piecemeal. The cM-ilie's 
mouth is fitted with sharp, cutting- 
teeth, and whatever victim it fastens to 
it eornes array with a bit of fcsh. Let 
an aUirrnlor or innrafe be *>Tir: whe^- 
ever the carilies abpisnd.nnd almost in- 
stantly the waters around the flontin? 
tody will be alive with these fish crowd- 
ing to seize upon it; they even leap upon 


boa hanging from a limb just as the 
lanoe wab beneath it. He hit the 
snake's body, but did not break its 
back, and instantly uncoiling from the 
limb, the boa dropped plump into the 
boat. 
As nobody cared to share tihe 


canoe with a vt rithing, 20-foot boa, 
every man went out of the craft as 
suddenly as the snake had dropped in. 
The b'oa glided into the water as soon 
a& he could pull himself together, and 
made for the shore. Tho&e of us who 
were on the same &ide of the canoe 
with the i-nj>Ke made ha=rte to swim 
round to the other side, and we nil 
got safe aboard before the alligators 
found out \%hat v. as g-oing- on. Yeo, 
who had svitim to a dry tree root ant! 
perched ]iims,elf uj.on it, \\as the last 
man to be taken in. Wo didn't fating 
a bit about going for him. but ga\ehirn 
a full half-hour there to reflect upon 
the wisdom of sometimes taking ad- 
vice. 


"In our camp on the Guanuco river, 


on the coast <,f Venezuela, a little Irish- 
man named McCnrty had a thrilling ex- 
perience. 
He i\as> a cteiil-may-care, 


reckless fellcvu; and, rising one morn- 
ing befoie the rest, of us vsere awake, 
he thought he uoukl take a swim. 
Running to the edge of the high bank, 
he dhed, v. ithont first looking "about 
him, far out into the water. As he came 
to the burfncc iu the middle of the 
narrow river, and shook the water 
from, his cyts, tht first sight that met 
his' ga/.e v.-as t\\ o jaguars on the op- 
posite bank, looking ut him and sirulT- 
ing inquisithelj. lie turned, only to 
see on the cllicr fcidc—and altogether 
too near—an alligator regarding him 
with marked attention; while under 
the bank from which he had leaped, 
Ijing with its tail in the water, was 
coiled u big bo.i, that he must have 
passed directly o\er in dhing. 
The 


situation \\as too much for iM-cCarty, 
and he yelled for help. At bis outcry 
all of u.s in c^iaji jumped to our feet, 
grabbed sholp-nns ,ind rifles, and ran to 
the bank. There -no saw McCarty 
'treading water' in the rher, v>ith all 
bis nii\\C4Corae company about gazir:^ 
at him vuth gr-ming interest. They 
clearly hnd been taken aback by the 
Mifhlcrnefis \\itli which he had ap- 
peared amons; them, but as their sur- 
prise \\ore off they seemed disposed 
toward closer acquaintance. 


"We shot one of the jaguars and the 


boa; Ihe oth"er jaguar ran away. Then 
ue pepppred the alligators with bullets 
and'shot so hotlj r.s to keep them away 


I from McCarty while he swam to the 
| shore. It vias a fine sight to see him 
j elawins» his wn\ up the steep bank, 
I slipping back in the wet clay almost 
' r.« f,lct as, lie climbed, until he got near 
; enough for us to give him a hand. He 
l.c.J a lucky escape and a practical il- 
lustration of the wisdom of the saying 
—'Look before yo-a leap.'"

loss of wages, ten times as much every 
day as the value of tbe gold taken out 
every three months. It ii claimed by the 
strike leaders that 120,000 miners are idle. 
At an average of $1 50 a day bis means 
A wage loss of $160,000 a day, or $1,080,- 
000 a week 
They have now been idle 


eight weeks which means a wage loss of 
$8,640,000 
Say it will require eight 


weeks more to settle the matter and put 
the men to work and tbe wage lose will 
amount to 817,280,000. A day's labor 
lost can never be regained and when a 
laborer loses a day tbe only way to make 
up for it is by an Increase of wages. Now 
suppose as* tbe result 
of tbe present 


strike the wages of tbe miners is in- 
creased 20 cents a day, which is not likely, 
it would take ISO weeks or 720 working 
days or two years and 16 weeks to make 
up tbe wage loss incurred during the idle 
ness of tbe strike. If the average in 
crease of wages should be less than SO 
cents a day, which it will be no matter 
how successful the strike may be it will 
require between three and four years to 
make up the #age loss. These are tbe

Besides these, threre are black star 
ling1;, wood larks, song thrushes, blacli 
thrushes, goldfinches, chaffinches, sis 
.[kins, greenfinches, bullfinches, cross 
beaks, robin, redbreasts, linnets, sing- 
ing quails, g-old hammers and fores) 
finches. When it is remembered thai 
the insects' and fungus diseases mosl 
dangerous to our vegetation are those 
which have been imported into this 
country from 'abroad, and that ani- 
mals and! birds which are held in eheel 
by some balance nuisances in a foreigc 
country, just as rabbits have been ir 
Aiistralia and the English sparrow in 
this country/it is possible that some o) 
these songsters may proie injurious tc 
crops. The chances arc, however, thai 
they will do more to help the farmer b.\ 
keeping insects in check than they wil 
to injure him.—N. Y. Tribune.

GERMANS IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


Coxumentii on Teutonic 


"Pnnliinlnesn." 


The ubiquitousness of the Teutonic 


trader in Central and South American 
republics is becoming keenly manifest 
to many British merchants who for- 
merly considered several of these states 
as their business preserves, and, to tell 
the truth, in many cases grew lax and 
unenterprising in consequence. Colom- 
bia is one of the latest South American 
states to receiTe official attention frorr 
the German government and early ir 
the year its enterprising foreign office 
sent a specialist to explore that some- 
what "warm" corner of the continent 
It appears that the richest man. in th< 
capital— Santa Fe de Bogota, a city oi 
some 100,000 inhabitan.ts — is a German 
hatter, whilst a fellow Teuton, a brew 
er, runs him very close in. point oJ 
wealth. Evidently the Bog-otans go ir 
for good hats and good beer; for botl 
hatter and brewer, though so wealthy 
went out from the fatherland as arti 
sans. Both, it seems, have been sniar' 
enough, to secure lucra tree monopolies 
— one makes all the hats, the other ol' 
.the beer required in the thirst-creating 
republic. The capital, though standing 
'9,000 feet up in the Cordilleras, is verj 
unhealthy, the cold at night being a? 
intense as the heat by day; and sc 
fevers of a virulent kind are not to bs 
'wondered at. The Bogotans are de 
scribed as insufferably proud, lazy, de 
vout after their fashion, nnd — %vhollj 
devoid of morality! The "top hat" and 
frock coat are de rigueur for till re 
spectable Bogotans ! It seems, too, thai 
the German commissioner is by nc 
means smitten with the republic, de- 
spite the success of the hatter and tht 
brewer. The explorer had to wall 
through trackless country from Bogota 
to Bolivar, a distance of 400 miles.

He adds that, ow- 
ing to the corruption prevalent in Co- 
lombia, a proposal to construct a rail 
way from the capital to the Orinoco, 8C 
miles in leng-th (and so reduce the tim« 
occupied in the transport of goods tc 
nnd from Europe by over one-half), has 
been abandoned.

little to choose between the more cen- 
tral, at an}' rate, of the South American 
republics; and while the BoEjotans re- 
main content to let the journey foi 
goods from Europe occupy 48 days 
when it estimated the construction of n 
short railway and the introduction o) 
shallow-draught steamers would 
re- 


duce it to 22 days, we should imagine 
thnt even the Germans v*on't extend 
their trade very much in Colombia 
Perhaps they will be wise in sticking 
to Mexico, Argentina, Chili, Brazil ant" 
one or two other of the more settleo 
states, in which they have already r 
very strong- hold on the trade. — Pall 
Mail Gazette.

The best of care is 
devoted to them, one man spending 
several hours every day in grooming 
and cleaning them. They have been 
on exhibition at all of the principal ag 
ricultural fairs in the country.

oxen ifr< Avery said: "The oxen havp 
not by any me.ins leached their limit; 
.they have gained in. weight some 70C 
pounds the past year and are capable 
of carrying another tliousand pounds 
Unlike other large cattle, their flesh is 
distributed very evenly, wh'ich adds 
very -much to their looks, ard fhe> 
stand on their limbs as straight as, a 
pair of calves. 


"They are remarkably intelligent and 


well trained, ns you can judge from 
the position which they take in the pho- 
tograph. They are very active and oar 
easily walk a mile in 30 minutes. They 
are colored, like all pure IIol.=teins, 
black and white. Their coath arc a.i 
fine and glossy .as 
a- thoroughbred 


racer's. They are still worked moder- 
ately wfcen nt home. Their yoke wa = 
made to order, and probably i? the 
largest yoke -ever worn by any team 
It is seven feet in length and weighs 
200 pounds. 


"Their crowning glory is their mag- 


nificent set of highly polished horns 
For size, quality, mating nnd beauty 
combined their equal does not exist in 
tie world. It may be of interest to 
know that their feed consists of eig-ht or 
twelve quarts of corn and oats ground 
together, two quarts of flax meal and 
from six to eig-ht quarts of bran, each 
day, with an occasional change to suit 
fheir appetites."
